But the ' official attitude

Washington, reflected despite de-

Referring to the recent changes 
in the government at Nanking, 
she said: 


"These changes will in no way 


alter the grievous conditions ex- 
isting in the Kuomintang (nation- 
al party.) It is merely the squab- 
bling of petty chieftains for addi- 
tional spoils." 


The Kuomintang, she said, as a 
leader 
of 
China's 
revolutionary 


movement is "dead." 


Mme. Sun Yat Sen has been a 


revolutionary leader in China ever 
sirice, as a girl only just turned 20, 
she returned after graduating from 
the Wesleyan College for Women 
at Maeon, Georgia, and served in 
the provisional 
government 
of 


1912 
with Dr. Sun Yat Sen, whom 


sha married three years later. 


She is now 41. She is a mem- 


ber of the famous Chinese Soong 
family and sister-in-law of former 
President Ciang Kai Shek. 


"What happens at Nanking," she 


continued, "is of little importance 
as related to the underlying peo- 
ples' revolutionary movement 
in 


which lies the country's salvation. 
The Canton 
and Nanking chiefs 
may form a new government but 
it will be temporary."

The c6urt held that any and all 
penalties, -interest-and taxes paid 
pridr:*o Sept. 30, 1931, the effec- 
tive 'date- of the law, or that were 
reduced- to final • judgment prior 
jq..tHat date,, do not come within 
'•he: provisions of the act, but the 
aefc -does release and 
extinguish 
M-; penalties and interest exact- 
ions not yet paid, or which are 
the eubject of -pending suits. 


-It was held that while the law 


could, not be sustained under that 
ieeU6ik of the constitution permu- 
ting the 
legislature 
to 
release 
taxes .on a/ocount of ''great public 
calamity," although

ture 'baaed its authority to enact

The court said that ''public ca- 
laihlties," within the meaning of

The-court did not expressly de- 
termine whether penalties 
and 
interest. exactions on . delinquent 
tax^s'ijome tinder the constitution- 
al .provision prohibiting the releas- 
-Ing .of. "debts, liabilities and' obli- 
gations" but by implication the 
decision appears' to hold that tax- 
et,--fnterest and penalty exactions 
do hot -come within the constitu- 
tional classification of "debt, lia- 
Blllties' .and 
obligations." 
It'was under this particular sec- 
-tlon of the constitution that the 
attorney general based his argu- 
ment .and opinion that the law 
•was void.

exhaustive study of all tax acts

He sneaked off one day early this 
year with his camel train, because, 
he said, he knew the British gov- 
ernment would stop him "to save 
his skin" if it 
could. 
In a land where it was neces- 


sary to send scouts to cover his 
back tracks as well as to the 
fore to find 
out if any 
Arabs 


lurked ahead, he 
traveled 
two 


months, finding such things as 
singing sands, golden foxes, rat 
anakes and fossil oysters. 


The 
desert 
is only 700 miles 
across. But whenever Thomas saw 
camel tracks, indicating bedouins, 
he and his men would go right 
away from there. Thus the zig- 
zag,' 900-mile course. 


"I am confident I am the first 


white man to cross the desert," 
he said. "It was intensely cold by 
night and hot by day. Every few 
days my caravan would come up- 
on some brackish water, which 
the camels drank. We then re- 
lieved our thirst by drinking the 
camels' milk." 
He set out from Dhufar, which 


he believes is the Ophir pt Solo- 
mon, 
with 43 camels and a large 


number of Arabians. When he got 
out of the waste desertions had 
cut his men to two and he had 
but 17 camels.

killed the night of 


Sept. 13 in a fall from Dr. Andre's 
speeding automobile on the out- 
skirts of Reno. The prosecution 
charged Dr. Andres either shoved 
her out. of the machine or caused 
her to fall by reckless driving.
